FIRE LOSS HEAVY 


Fire losses in Canada in 1929 reach 
ed a total of $31,469,000, an increase 
of nearly $5,000,000 over the preced¬ 
ing year, according to a report issued 
by G. D. Finlayson, dominion super¬ 
intendent of insurance. Fite insur¬ 
ance premiums written during 1929 
amounted to $58,393,000, an increase 
of $1,281,000. 

Losses in automobile risks totaled 
$9,518,000 or 56.51 per cent, of prem¬ 
iums written, as against 62.18 per 
cent in 1928. 

The year 1929 proved much more 
favorable for the hail insurance com¬ 
panies, the loss ratio being 28.24 per 
cent, of the premiums, compared with 
100.39 per cent, in 1928.

PEACE MONUMENT 


Liberal Leader, Joseph Shaw is re¬ 
sponsible for bringing in a motion re¬ 
garding unrefined gasoline which was 
unanimously adopted by the Alberta 
Legislature. When the province of 
Alberta secures its resources there 
will be a provision in every oil lease 
granted by the province which will 
compel producing oil companies to 
sell unrefined gasoline and distillate 
for tractor and engine use by farm¬ 
ers and others at the well head, at 
prices tb be fixed by the government. 

Gasoline produced in Alberta, Cap¬ 
tain Shaw said, speaking to his mo¬ 
tion,- contains a high percentage of 
distillate and for some time the Mc¬ 
Leod Oil Company at Turner Valley- 
had sold l«g_h grade unrefined naptha 
at well head for industrial use in trac 
tors and engines but had recently dis¬ 
continued to do so, with the result 
that these purchasers had now to buy 
refined gasoline at much higher pri¬ 
ces. 

Coal could always be bought by set 
tiers: at the pit-head at $2.75 per ton 
provided it was for personal use, Capt 
Shaw pointed out, and now hat pet¬ 
roleum was coming into general use, 
he felt that there should be. similar 
provision with regard to it.

Fishing Rules That Reminds Us That 
Fishing Season Will Soon be Here 


The following are the fishing regu¬ 
lations in regard to pike, pickerel, 
perch and gold eyes. 

The pike season is open at present 
but will be closed on the first day of 
April to the fifteenth of May. 

•No one shall fish for catch or kill 
any pike (jackfisly), pickerel (dore), 
perch or goldeyes from the first day 
of April .to the fifteenth day of May 
following in each year, boith days in¬ 
clusive, except in the northern dis¬ 
trict specified in section 2<j. 

No one shall fish by any .means, 
other than by angling for sport pur¬ 
poses but not for sale or barter, ex¬ 
cept under license or permit from the 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 

Angling’’ shall include trolling 
and shall mean the taking of fish, 
with hook and line held in the hand, 
or hook and line and rod,’ the latter 
aekl in the hand, but shall not include 
set-lines or lines fastened to aJboat. 

No one shall, in one day by ang¬ 
ling or trolling, catch and retain 
more than fifteen pike (jackfish),. 
pickerel (dore), goldcyes, or of either 
of these species than will, in the ag¬ 
gregate, amount to more than fifteen 

fish.’->r - 

In- water not frequented by trout, 
grayling or Rocky Mountain white- 
fish, angling or trolling, may be car¬ 
ried on by resident British subjects 
without a permit.

GREATEST OF ALL IfERTlLIZER AT HAND 


Shriners all over the continent are 
following with interest the • mammoth 
preparations for the great June con¬ 
vention in Toronto which will be the 
largest convention assembled any¬ 
where in the world. From all indica¬ 
tions, the number of visitors attend¬ 
ing this convention will be from 300- 
000 to 360,000—.-about half the pres¬ 
ent population of Toronto. 

It is a five .day convention and the 
housing problem alone is taking 
months of preparation. The 800 pull- 
man coaches expected from the more 
distant states will furnish living quar 
ters. Every hotel in the city is un¬ 
der contract, as well as the Universi¬ 
ty and College residences and frater¬ 
nity homes. Part of the Exhibition 
buildings will be transformed into 
sleeping dormitories to accommodate 
4000 dr 5000 Shriners. The uniform¬ 
ed bodies will be assigned to the new 
building at Rameses Oriental Gar¬ 
dens. Others will be housed on lake 
steamships. Appeals will also be sent^ 
to all Masons of the city to assist. 

Householders are warned to have 
all non-perishable supplies for the 
convention week purchased two weeks 
beforehand to prevent Congestion of 
business. 

There Will be at least 75 bands pres 
ent and an unprecedented program 
of entertainment is planned.. 


Although Western Canada has on¬ 
ly made a start in the use of fertiliz¬ 
ers, the work .done so far flfls been 
very promising. Hundreds of tons 
daily can be made at Trail, B.C. and 
the Consolidated Company operating 
there have immense deposits of phos¬ 
phate rock near Fernie, B.C. which 
are shipped to Trail for treatment. 

The principal chemical used is sul- 
*phurie acid, which is a by-product 
from the smelting of sulphide ores, 
and a plant is being built which will 
produce 376 tons of this acid every 
day. The phosphate rock is treated 
with the sulphuric acid and after 
various chemical processes a very 
concentrated soluble phosphate is pro 
duced. 

A large ammonia plant is being 
built fqr making nitrogen fertilizers. 
Ammonia is made ufvof nitrogen and 
hydrogen. The nitrogen is obtained 
by liquifying air and boiling off the 
nitrogen, which mate up 80 per cent 
of our air. Hydrogen is obtained by 
breaking up water'by means of an 
electrical current to produce its two 
elemental constituents, oxygen and. 
hydrogen. The nitrogen and hydro¬ 
gen are combined from ammonia. 

With amomnia, sulphuric acid, and 
phosphate, almo st any type of ferti¬ 
lizers can be^produced.
